The Clty Council convened in regular seseion, at the regular meeting plnce in the Council Chamber
at the Municipal Building, on Thureday, September 3, 1942, at 10t45 Ae Me, with Mayor Tom Miller presid.
ing, Roll call showed the following members presenti Councilmen Alford, CGillis, layor Miller, and
Councilman Wolf; abesent, Councilman Bartholomoew,

There wore present alsol Acting City Manager Seaholm, City Engineexr Motheral, City Attorney O'Quinn.

The Minutes of the regular meeting of August 27, 1942, were read, and upon motion of Councilman
Alford, were adopted as read by the following vote: "ayes,” Councilmen Alford, 0illis, Mayor Miller, and
Councilman Wolf; "nays," none; Councilman Bartholomew absent.

Ayors X. Rops, Attorney, came beforo tha Council and asked that, in view of existing circumstances,
the application of Jo We Doran for a taxicsb driver's pormit herotofore denied, be roconsidered and that
the anme be granted on a 90-day probaticnary baeis.

It was then moved by Oouncilman Wolf that the application of J« We Doran, 1300 Hamkell Street,
for a taxicab driver's permit be granted for ninety days probation, revocable any timo for causeeThe motion
prevailed by the following votet "ayes," Councilmen Alford, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Councilman VYolf;
"nays," nona; Councilman Bartholomew sbsents

ta the Acting City Manager and the City Attorney for investigation and report to the Council,

The requost for the blocking off of certain streets for the Labor Day parade, an submitted hy
Louls Bradehaw, was referred to the Traffic Division for attention.

Councilman Alford introduced the following resolutiont

showing the proposed construction of its gas maine in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter namod,
and said maps or plans have been considered by the City Counell; therefore

THAT Toxas Fublic Service Company be, and the name is hereby, permitted to lay and construct ite

gas maine in and upon the following street:

A gng maln in POQUITO STREET from Naw York Avenue
northerly 11k feet, the centerline of which gas

main ahall be 6.5 feet weat of, and parallel to, the
east property line of enid Poquito Streeot.

" Bald gas maln desorited above shall have a covering
of not less than 2} feet.

The Texae Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of Aumtin does not
gunrantee that the space asaicned above ls clear from other underground utillties, but i based upon
the best records we have at hand, and that the minimwn depth stated does not have any reference to
the fpot that groater depthe may not be required at epecial poilnta, Whun the Texan Public Service
Company requires definite information upon the ground an to elevations or working pointa from which
to bage the location of their assiznment, they shall apply to the City Engineering Depnrtment not
less than three (3) days bLefore such information is required. Tho Texas Public Service Company in
further put upon notlice that they will be required to bear the expense of ropnlrs or replacement of
any underground utility damaged during the construction of linem named in this reasclution.

AND THAT vhenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be used at intervals

during the course of backfilling of the ditches.
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THAT the work and laying of nnid pas maine, including the exonvation in the ntroets and the rostn-
ration and maintennnco of snid ntreets after snld mains have been 1lnld, shall be under the aupervision
and direction of the C{ty Manager, and under all the pertinont torms and conditiona of the certaln
franchise granted to snid Company by the City of Auatin,

Upon motion of Councilman Alford, the foregoing resolution wan ndopted by the following vote:

Councilman Gillis introduced the following ordinancet

AN ORDINANCE PERPETUALLY CLOSING AND VACATING A CHRTAIN
PORTION OF EAST L1ST STREET OR PATTERSON LANR IN THE
CITY OF AUSTIN, TRAVIS COUNTY, TEXAS, RELINQUISHING THE
CONTROL OF SAMB FOR PUBLIC TRAFFIC BY THE CITY OF AUSTIN,
BUT RESEHVING ALL OTHER RIGHTS THEREIN OV OVIIED OR HELD
BY THY OITY OF AUSTIIN; AND DHCLARING All EMERGENCY.

The Ordinance wae read the first time and Cyuncilman 041llils moved that the mles be suspended and
the Ordinonce be placed on its second reading, The mtion was soconded by Councilman Wolf, asnd the
same provailed by the following veta: “ayes," Councilman Alford, 0illis, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf
"naye," none; Counoilman Bartholomew absent.

The Ordinance was then read the second time and Councilman Gillis movod that the rulop be further
suspended and the Urdinance be pluced on its third reading. The motlon was sceunded by Councilman Wolf,
and the same prevailed by the following vote: "myen," Councilmen Alford, Gillis, Mayur Miller, and
Councilman Yolf; "nayn," nonej Councilman Bartholomew absent,

The Ordinance was then read the third time and Councilman Gillls moved that the Ordinance bo finally
pasged, The motion was seconded by Councilman Wolf, and the same pravailoed by the following vote: "ayes,”
Councilmen Alford, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Yolf; "nays, none: Councilman Bartholomew absent.

The Mayor then declared the Ordinance finally passed,

The matter of vacating the desd-end alley abutting \Waller Creek between Texns Avenue and East 38th
Btreet, as requested by Je Lo Tullis, abutting property owner, came up for discussion; and the City Engineer
was instructed to ndvimge the said J. L. Tullias that the City will not vacate said alley without the con-
sent of all the abutting property owners, and unless it 1s shown that the City does not need sald alley,
but that he may use same 8o long as there is no demand by any of the property owners for, and the City
doas not need, bane,

A written communication from the Board of Equalieation, rocommending a reduction in the tax asgess«
ment against the merchandiee of C, A. Ellias, was recoived.
